Yet, as slated in my last, the mental and spiritual 
capacities of the colored people are not questioned or 
disputed at the South. Said Prof. C. in a popular 
lecture at. N.: “ Reverse,th.e conditions ,of ihp differ¬ 
ent races Tor a length of time, and the intellectual 
superiority will be”reversed.” Probably few, if any, 
of his intelligent, audience dissented from this opin¬ 
ion. Rev. Mr. H. formerly a minister at Norfolk, 
Virginia, and now a D. D. said to the writer“ One 
of the likeliest men I ever saw was a negro, brought, 
frSm Louisiana by the Colonization Society, to he re¬ 
turned to Africa, whence he had been taken, before 
the cessation of the slave-trade.

I chanced to hear a colored man preach a funeral 
sermon soon after 1 went to Tennessee. Two slaves 
having died near N—, were boxed up and interred 
without eeremony ; and now, on the Sabbath, the. 
relatives had requested this colored minister to 
preach a funeral sermon. He seemed to be a solemn 
and pious man, and slender as his opportunities had 
been in his incessant labors* his sermon was very re¬ 
spectable in matter, as well as excellent in spirit. 

But what a shame that such a follower of Christ 
should be compelled to sny, after repeating t 
words dr substance of bis text; “ My lext is in t 
Bible, but for the life of me I cannot tell where 
Pious negroes will quote the lines of a hymn , ev 
when they rhyme , and call it Scripture.

Many of the 
slaveholders have admirable social qualities. Many 
may be—some doubtless-are, good Christians. There 
are many, both masters and slaves, whom I love and 
esteem. But as.a Tennesseean said : “ It must be 
hard to go to Heaven With fifty slaves 
hack!"

People at the North have very singular ideas of 
e South, and even an introduction to it dqes not al¬ 
ways set them right, for several reasons.

4. Some people will hot. know a thing, if they 
any way avoid it, unless it be that which accords 
with-'their preconceived notions. 

Permit me to state a few facts in reference 
Southern character and Slavery, with which I have 
been person a 11 y acqua i n t ed. 

I was near Alton at the time when- Lovejoy fell a 
victim to the relentless fury of slaveholders, and saw 
the vessel that qarried the desperadoes from St. Lou¬ 
is to the scene of action, as she ploughed her way 
up the (nighty stream. Was-there any sympathy 
for the murdered ? No: the general remark was, i’ 
is good enough for him. 

While at St. Louis, a duel was fought with rifles 
on Blood Island, (a little island in the Mississippi, s 
called from the fact of its being a resort for duelists,) 
in which one of the parties fell. This was all to 
save honor, where none existed. Also in an affray 
at a nun-shop, a,man. was literally carved to pieces. 
At Vicksburg, just across the street from my board¬ 
ing place, an assassin fired through the window, and 
killed a man instantly. There was some difference 
betwixt them, and this ended it. While there, I a 
tended the trial of another for similar crime; but 
was as little thought of, and caused but little mo 
stir than would a little combat with two school-boys] 
in New England. It was so common a thing to see 
men knocked down and dragged' out of shops, that 
it appeared a thing of course. I expected to see it 
every day. 

The question is often asked, how are slaves treat¬ 
ed ? Some say the, owners or masters are the only 
slaves. They are emphatically the-slaves to sin 
and the devil. But those who are slaves to men are 
obliged to submit, not only their bodies, but their 
moral and mental powers to the will of the master. 

I havq seen slaves abused in seven slave States, 
rut am more particularly acquainted with their 
reatmertt in. Mississippi. I have seen several dis- 
igured : and, on, inquiry, learned that it was done by, 

they haw been dreadful bad boys. I have seen a 
toy lashed to a pole, hands and feet, and unmerciful¬ 
ly whipped. I have seen an aged negro tied to a 
post, and receive with a large whip, onehundred and 
thirty lashes at once : that is, with only intervals for 
the driver to rest, that he might more effectually ac- 
tomplish his work. I have heard the horrid groans 
of another, as his tormentors at intervals between] 
whipping, applied live brands of fire to his naked bo¬ 
dy. l I have seen a'driver fly at a negro in a rage; 
and the negro run, followed by the driver with rifle 
hand, swearing he wouldblow him through, if he 
1 not stopSThe boy.stopped,-was tied to the whip¬ 
ping-post, ana whipped till the strength of the dri¬ 
ver was.exhausted. I have seen the wife of a-slave 
sold from his bosom, and he abused in the most id- 
human manner for venturing to speak ter his master 
about it. I have heard a Christian slave say that 
be should never be the father of a child to live in the 
land of oppression. He had rather his race should 
become extinct, than to have them lashed by the 
Southern despot. I also observed that the slaves 
had but a small amount of food per day, and that of 
coarse quality. For months, the sun rarely rose an ' 
set upon me, without my beholding some cruelly it 
flicied upon the poor slave. I have heard them sigh 
under the yoke of oppression. I have heard them 
complain of hunger, and none in pity. The South- 
n heart is.adamant. 

In five months, I heard, not, the sound of the church- 
going bell. I saw no church, heard no sermon, 
prayer, no acknowledgment of God’s good deft. T 
Sabbaths were spent in pleasure—riding, gambling,] 
hunting, &c. &c. Rut I forbear; I cannot dwell up¬ 
on s,ucii a theme; it,i§ too. Sad. 

I would tliat those who think Slavery a trifling 
king that Northern people should not meddle wit! 
tnd believe there is no aristocracy at the South, wet 
introduced to its secrets. I think they would sing 
tw song, and no more advise Abolitionists to sa 
mght about it. 

Let Abolitionists remember that they cannot us 
moral suasion without argument ; and never let them 
be duped with the idea of “ be still,” and Slavery 
will die of itself. “ Cry aloud and spare no 
Truth must triumph.

SLAVE-MOTHERS AND THEIR CHILDREN. 

Slave mothers in the far South, who work in the 
field, must take their infants with them, and lay 
down on the grass in a fence corner, while they 
ply their task with the hoe. Sometimes, when tin 
children become hungry and fretful, the overseers 
iU-'not permit the mothers to stop their work to 
tree them. 

An instance of this kind of cruelty was lately nar¬ 
rated,at a large public meeting, by a Southern gen¬ 
tleman. “A mother, whose child lay as usual in 
the fehee corner while she worked in the field, be- 
much alarmed by its cries of distress, that 
she left her work'without leave, and went to the re¬ 
lief of her child. The overseer followed ber and 
beat her so cruelly, that her life was for some time 
despaired of. ‘I went to see her,’said he, 1 while she 
lay sick, and I asked her if she did not wish to get 
well.’ ‘Oh, no, Massa,’ she replied, ‘I don’t 
get well, I rather die and go to Jesus, dan 
stay, here.’ 

' The owner of that slave,” continued the speak- 
, “wasa minister in the Baptist church. Both the 
overseer and the slave were members of his flock. 
He had baptized them both.” Here lie-paused for a 
moment. Then in a subdued voice, and with every 
indication of the deepest contrition, he added, “I 
minister. That man was my overseer, and 
that woman was my slaVe !”

wherefore I praised the dead, who are already dead, 
more than the living who are yet alive.” The re¬ 
pose of death seems preferable to the agonies of such 
an existence.

■Inch we “ have witnessed anv cruelty inflicted up- 
i the poor slave.” This is oUr testimony,‘and we 
a not give it without reflection, and if the Star will 
copy it, perhaps its readers will regard it quite as wor¬ 
thy of credence as the boasted exaggerations of Mr. 
T. C. r. We do not deny hut individual instances 
of cruelty do occur among us, but not one has ever 
•ome under our observation, and this proves that 
hey cannot be frequent. On the contrary, kindness 
s the law that governs the master, and cruelty the 
occasional exception. . , *

“IN SPITE OF DOCTORS OF DIVINITY. 

The New-York Evangelist, in noticing Mr. Cas¬ 
sius M. Clay’s proposal for a new paper, says ; 
“ That such an undertaking has been commenced, 
and that there are men of influence, who dare think 
and say that Slavery is an evil and a sin, in spite of 
doctors of divinity, is full of encouragement.” “ In 
spite of doclorsof divinity !” What, we instinctive¬ 
ly asked, on reading this language, does the Evan¬ 
gelist—the Evangelist, whose editors we esteem 
so highly for their ability and worth—what does 
the-Evangelist mean by it, and for what purpose 
was it used ? Does the Evangelist mean that doc- 
of.divinity, as a class, are stronger advocates of 
oppression, and more hostile to the idea that Slavery 
is an evil and a sin” than any other class of men ? 
This, so far as our acquaintance extends, and we have 
some knowledge of this class of men, is not the case; 
lor would the Evangelist, we.think, utter any such 
mntiment, though its language plainly implies it. 
For ourselves, we do not know a doctor of divinity 
New England, and we do npt believe there is one, 
who does not regard Slavery as “an evil and a 
sin;” and not a few of them are among the most 
strong opponents of Slavery as “ as an evil and a sin,” 
and have most clearly shown it to be so. 

Again, dues the Evangelist mean that “ men of 
influence,” such as Cassius M. Clay, who regard Sla¬ 
very “ as an evil and a sin,” have more to fear from 
' doctors of divinity,” than from any other quarter ? 
'his would seem to be implied by the language, for 
is natural for men, when speaking as the Evange¬ 
list does, to name what they regard as the greatest 
hindrances. We had supposed that slave laws, peni¬ 
tentiaries, odium, mobs and lynching, were the ob¬ 
stacles most to be dreaded-by men situated as Cas¬ 
sius M. Clay is, in a slave State; and had the Evan¬ 
gelist referred to these, when expressing its gratifi¬ 
cation, that men of influence were beginning to 
speak out “ in spite of them," we should have felt 
the force of the remark. But no, all those obstacles 
are left nameless, as of little account, and “ doctors 
of divinity,” those monsters, as some regard them, 
who sit as a nightmare upon the moral energy of 
the world, are singled out and held up to scorn, as 
those from whom men of influence, who regard. 
Slavery as “an evil and a sin,” have more to fear 
than any other source. Does the Evangelist intend 
to teach such doctrine? We are unwilling to think

ERRORS OF THE CENSUS. 

We had occasion to remark a short time since, up- 
the indefinite nature of the charges against the 
rrectness of the census brought by three persons, 
Edward Jarvis, William Brigham, and J. Wingate 
Thornton, appointed by what is called the Ameri¬ 
can Statistical Association, to find fault with that 
work. The report of Mr. Calhoun on that subject, 
is received, and it appears that, not only did those 
persons, through ignorance, entirely misrepresent 
the whole affair, but deliberately manufactured er¬ 
rors which did not exist—as instance, they alledge 
that the census was wrong in returning 73 colleges, 
because an almanac only gives 105 colleges.

DEWEY. 

[We have to thank our beloved friend, James Haugh- 
n, for this extract from a British periodical.]

on most, subjects are held, and we doubt 
deservedly held, in esteem ; so that a Lecture from 
' ' ' s important subject alluded tp, delivered 

mediately after be bad been in personal 
contact with the morals and manners of those coun- 
ries from whence so large a portion of (he Ameri- 
an people drew their origin, and whose 'laws, 
nd customs, and social regulations, form, in a great 
neasure, the basis of lheir own institutions-, could 
not fail to he deeply interesting to his hearers. And, 
we will add, that, in our own opinion, they should 
be deeply interesting to us also; for there fit no doubt 
all that prejudices against our American brelht 
an unjust and unworthy character, exist in t 
minds of many people in these countries, and ' 
doubt, not that feelings of a similarly injurious i 
lure dwell in many American minds, in relation 
the inhabitants of Great Britain and Ireland. All 
such unkindly feelings, wherever they exist, should 
he repressed, and replaced by sentiments of an oppo¬ 
site character. This desirable end will be attained 
by that freer intercourse between them and 
bicb has sprung, up of late years, and which 
(Will, no doubt, continue to increase, because of 
the facilities afforded to it by steam-navigation, 
which is daily bringing us nearer and nearer to each I 
other. This freedom of intercourse will be not alone 
pleasing and advantageous to them and to us, but it 
will lend to strengthen the bonds of amity between 
all nations, it will make men discover that they are 
all children of the same Great Parent, and that 1 


they should strive to love one another. Thus will 
the principles of peace become engrafted on men’s 
thoughts and feelings, and it will be increasingly dif¬ 
ficult to make them engage in the brutalizing nrac- 
of slaughtering one another. War will be 
looked upon as a savage custom ;. as a foolish, as 
well as a very wicked, mode of settling disputes ; 
which, when they arise, will be submitted to peace¬ 
ful arbitration. We, therefore, hail with pleasure 
and satisfaclion.every approach towards a nearer ac¬ 
quaintance with all the feelings, and all the in¬ 
stitutions, of our American brethren. Lei travellers 
from each country freely investigate the morals and 
manners of their neighbors, and in the spirit of Chris¬ 
tian love, and of universal brotherhood, lei them dis¬ 
seminate widely abroad a knowledge of the virtues 
id vices, of the faults and the follies, which prevail 
both countries, so that we may be a mutual help 
to each other in the race of human improvement. 

In many of Dr. Dewey’s views of his couotry’s 
manners we can fully sympathize—he has been in 
our country, where he has witnessed the manners 
and condition of the people; be has, we presume, 
made himself acquainted with many of our instiiu- 
tns and social relations; he has seen many things 
condemn, and some things to approve, among us; 
his contrasts, favorable to American institutions, are 
not unnatural; we can go with him to a great extent 
in the picture he draws between tbe condition of the 
hopeless, obsequious laboring man in Europe, and 
that of the free laboring citizen in America ; the 
former deprived of many of his rights as a human be¬ 
ing, the latter invested with them all; ami, in order 
to make himself really a man, having but to contend 
against his own passions, and against those physical 
evils which beset the poor man everywhere. We 
believe the contrast in this respect is highly favora¬ 
ble to America, which we in a great measure 
attribute to her freer political institutions, under 
which all her people (save one insulted and oppress¬ 
ed portion) are taught to know and feel that on 
each man individually depends the happiness and 
prosperity of the State; hut we believe it is also in a 
great measure, owing to her still great space of un¬ 
occupied territory, leaving abundance of land for 
every man to occupy, who has industry and determi¬ 
nation of spirit to cause him to labor for indepen¬ 
dence and the comforts of life. In our country, in 
consequence of absnrb monopolies and restrictions, 
population presses so much against the means of 
employment, that many find it difficult to obtain the 
means of existence ; in America men are needed, and 
will be needed for many years to come, to labor on 
1 sr soil, and devolop ber exhaustless resources. 

Dr. Dewey speaks in warm and indignant language 
i the. question of American Repudiation, as it is 
called. He evidently felt very sore on that point. 
When, in England, he must have experienced many 
bitter feelings on account of the contemptuous lan¬ 
guage he heard uttered against^his whole country, 
because of the apparently dishonest intentions of 
some of herStates ; we say apparently, because sub¬ 
sequent events have proved that the doctor was cor¬ 
rect in his opinion that every one of the indebted 
States would endeavor to discharge .all their liabili- 
We always felt and expressed faith in Ameri- 
relation to these debts. We have no doubt 
, on this subject, a vast amount of ignorance and 
prejudice exists in England. The entire American 
nation has been visited with unmeasured and unjust 
censure and obloquy, because of the acts of a few of 
the Slates, for which the General Government is no 
more accountable than the Government of England 
would be for the debts of public companies in these 
countries to parties who might have given them 
credit. The obligation of a country to tax its people 
for the payment of money borrowed to carry on 
icked wars centuries before they came into exist- 
ice, is: a doubtful and perplexing queSlioff tof"mo- 
tiny lo decide. Tbe American Stares which have 
failed in the punctual payment of their engagements 
such plea to offer, and they are also inexcu¬ 
sable on other grounds ; each man has the right of 
suffrage, so that none can declare they are unrepre-' 
sented.and therefore, not justly liable for all the acts 
of their Government. 

Dr. Dewey was, therefore, right in his indignant 
denunciation of these States which had placed the 
integrity of his country in such jeopardy before the 
world ; but did we not know the integrity and puri¬ 
ty of Dr. Dewey, we should feel tempted to question 
his sincerity,when be affirms that he would breathe 
the air of a State which would repudiate its debts 
altogether, no longer than was necessary tp enable 
him to make his escape froui it. Our grounds of 
doubt would be in the palpable inconsistency mani¬ 
fested by his palliation of an enormous crime which 
exists in his country, and which he can view not on¬ 
ly without horror, but with seeming complacency. 
We allude to negro slavery. Valuing man far above 
all property, we think Dr. Dewey has, in the dis- 
are now reviewing, justly subjected him- 
the censure which outraged humanity, 
and, we fear, outraged truth, demand at our hands. 
In the lecture, there are expressions of horror at (fie 
system of Slavery which prevails in his country, 
which it is painful to contrast with his undisguised 
palliation of the inquity. He says—“No man of 
ordinary feeling could look upon Slavery, or be the 
owner of human beings, without emotion. Every 
one feels Slavery to be a great moral evil;" and yet 
he declares—“It differs in no particular, except in 
extent, from the ownership which every master has 
indentured apprentice, or which a father has in 
a son before he is of age !” How such sentiments as 
hese could proceed from a lecturer on morals, we 
ire at a loss to conceive; it serves to show the per¬ 
version of a moral feeling in which the slavehold¬ 
ing system steeps the hearts, even of enlightened 
nen. Does every one feel that apprenticeship is a 
‘ great moral epil ?” What must be the condition 
>f an audience who could quietly listen to a Icntu- 
er on morals comparing the natural, and evidently 
heaven-delegated authority ofa parent over his chil¬ 
dren during their childhood, to that system which 
authorizes a man to make an article of merchandise 
of his brother, ami which, it is well known,enables 
he educated and wealthy while villain in America 
o make merchandise of his own children? The 
Doctor sneers at abolition societies; he talks of thpir 
haring “done infinite injury to the cause they were 
intended to aid ; that they had alarmed and irritated, 
instead of convinced, ihe South ; that they had pre¬ 
vented the progress of effurts to get rid ofSIavery; 
and that they were mistaken in their principles, fa- 
natioal and foolish in their ahsurb claim to be' the 
!y true friends of humanity, and productive mainly 
of mischief and evil in all their actions.” , In reply 
to this ungenerous attempt to depreciate the god¬ 
like labors of men who have long toiled in behalf of 
itraged humanity, amid danger and persecution, 
almost unheard of, often in peril of life and limb, 
te well-known case—that of the undaunted 
William Lloyd Garrison, upon whose head was fix¬ 
ed by, we think, the State of Georgia, a price of five 
thousand dollars, which infernal reward is, we under¬ 
stand, still a foul blot and disgrace, and of existing 
force, in her statute-book—of most atrocious legisla¬ 
tive turpitude; let us place the opinion of Cassius 
M. Clay, Esq. a nohle Kentuckian, until recently, a 
slave-owner, but now an honest, uncompromising
